it is obvious throughout these two fine 
volumes that Air, Pesting Jones is not 
afraid to tell the story of his friend's life 
on a large seale. Yet, as one reads these 
thousand pages, one is in no wise bored. 
We feel that we r@lly have the facts be. 
fore us, and that we are aimost as 
competent as the biographer to form 
& judgment or a set of judgments. 
All who care to read the living record of 
® human soul will read this book, and 
will see many a problem of his own solved 
out of the experience of a man who 
sullered much. Is it possible for a satirist 
to be an optimist? As a matter of fact, 
all great satirists have been men upon 
whom wrong has been inflicted, though in 
some instances many of the injuries have 
been Imaginary. ‘There is always some- 
thing personal in their writings. Could 
Erasmus .have written his Moriue 
Encomium if he had not endured much at 
the hands of the monks? Could the other 
Samuel Butler have written “ Hudibras " 
had he not endured much at the hands of 
the Puritans? Could Swift have written 
“Gulliver's Travels”’ had he not been a 
disappointed man? Could Voltaire have 
attacked superstition had he not suffered 
from the action of an ignorant priest- 
hood ? The Samuel Butler whom Mr. 
Festing Jones deseribes suffered at the 
hands of his father and of his dearest 
friend, and there is, therefore, nothing 
surprising in the satire which character. 
ises all his writings. 

in a book like “Father and 
Son” we are aware of the antagonism, 
often unconscious, existing between one 
generation and the next. When a mind is 
so original as Butler's this antagonism is 
accentuated. In 1885 Butler described his 
relations with his father: “He never 
liked me, nor I him; from my carliest re- 
collections I can call to mind no time when 
L did not fear him and dislike him: over 
and over again I have relented towards 
him and said to myself that he was a good 
fellow after all; but I had hardly done so 
when he would go for me in some way 
I have 
no doubt I have made myself very dis- 
agreeable; certainly I have done many 
very silly and wrong things; I am not 
at all sure that the fault is more his than 
mine. But no matter whose it is, the fact 
remains that for years and years I have 
never passed a day without thinking of 
him many times over as the man who was 
sure to be against me, and who would see 
the bad side rather than the good of 
everything I said and did.” This enmity 
persisted to thé end. In his will the 
father so tied up his property that Samuel 
Butler had only a life interest in it. 

As a jad Butler, then, had an unsym- 
ona home. Had he- better fortune as 
é grew up? Was he able to meet a woman 
who lavished her heart's affections on 
him? A home like this was denied him, 
for he never married, Among the most 
interesting letters in the whole beok are 
those written by Miss BE. M. A. Savage. 
Of her Mr. Festing Jones records: “My 
own impression is that, if he had pro 
marriage during the early years of their 
friendship, she would have avcepted him ; 
but I doubt wiether ‘she would have done 
so later. . + « She mast in time have 
became eonvinced that he had no desire 
to marry her; her common-sense must 
have a ted the wisdom of accepting 
the situation; it would also suggest com- 
pensations; amd it probably crossed her.

All Butler’s novels and his scientific 
writings strike a personal note ; this is 
obvious in “ Erewhon.”” He writes novels, 
which, as Mr. Festing Jones now reveals, 
and as the reader always suspected, are 
almost entirely autobiographic. These 
novels and writings are the outward ex- 
pression of a man whose heart yearned 
for the affection that invariably was de- 
nied to him, He wrote on evolution, and 
the result was that he quarrelled with 
Darwin, and. even with men like Grant 
Allen. His pen refused to procure for 
him the affection from literary friends 
which he failed to secure from his father 
or from a woman. The consolations of 
religion were refused him, for he could not 
believe in Christianity. 

His own home, the home he might have 
made with Miss Savage, literary friend- 
ship, spiritual friendship—they all failed 
him. There was another resource, He 


might meet a man who could become dear. 


to him. Such a man he met in Charles 
Paine Pauli, He met him in New Zea- 
land, and at once liked him, partly be- 
cause Pauli possessed many gifts which 
Butler lacked. Pauli was a man of the 
world, with attractive manners. He was 
oor and ill, and Butler saccoured him, 
bánáí Pauli home to England. Butler 
did nothing by halves. If he loved, he 
loved with all the intensity of his nature.

Now that the war 
is over, however, its dangers become more 
apparent, Yesterday’s debate in the 
House of Commons was a case in point. 
Mr, ‘Lloyd George faced a House which, 
‘in spite of Mr. Chamberlain’s cheerful 
statement, was critical, distrustful, and 
even hostile. -When he sat down his 
opponents had very litile to sy. His 
speech was so effectively evasivé, and at 
the same time confident and apparently 
sincere, that he brought the whole House 
of Commons to its knees, He knew that 
the Government had an excellent case, he 
said; therefore, he welcomed the debate. 
In so far as the charges of avoidable 
extravagance were concerned, the debate 
was finished after Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech. The Government's victory. was 
complete; Mr. Lioyd George s remarks 
were devoted to “rubbing it in.” He was 
glad to know that the “epileptic scream- 
ing ’’ which was deafening everybody s ears 
found no echo in the House of Commons. 
Criticisms had been made too soon, and 
Mr, Chamberlain had disposed of them all, 
It was easy to demand economy and  re- 
trenchinent, but when they came to details 
of choice the difficulties began to arise. 
There was no agreement among the advo- 
cates of reform, He who was in favour 
of a capital levy was horrified at the sug- 
gestion that the out-of-work donation 
should be stopped.

burgh Corporation. A new electric power 
station is under construction in the 
Scottish capital. Some time ago the 
Corporation invited leading British and 
foreign manufacturers to quote prices for 
the necessary machinery. Sixteen tenders 
were lodged, and the three lowest were 
from Swiss firms. The difference be- 
tween the tender which was accepted and 
that of Messrs. C, and A, Parsons and 
Co., the most favourable of the. British 
offers, amounted to not les than 
£70,000. Sir Charles Parsons assured 
the Corporation that, even if he accepted 
the contract at cost price, he could not 
éome within a reasonable distance of the 
Swiss firm's tender. It is clear, therefore, 
that, until we return to normal condi- 
tions, the Gd¥ernment must retain some 
measure of confgrol. The conference 
passed a strong resolution against the 
policy of lightning strikes, and appealed 
to the Government to take steps to make 
them impossible. We agre that action in 
this direction is both necessary and desir- 
able. The Government must protect 
the community. In Dublin Labour 
threatens to give us a repetition of the 
ridiculous performance that it staged last 
May. The Government has refused to 
supply Mr. James Larkin with passports 
to enable him to return to Ireland from 
America, and Liberty Hall proposes a 
general “down tools” for ome day as a 
protest. If the proposal is carried, 
only result will be that the 
men who participate in the strike will 
deprive themselves of a day's pay, and 
cause general inconvenience. Their action 
will not have the slightest influence with 
the Government.

Asked who was responsible for the 
recent issue of a list of crimes committed 
by the Sinn Fein organisation, Mr. Mac- 
pherson bluntly answered ‘1 am,” and in 
reply to further questions he. said that he 
had abundant evidence of the direct re 
sponsibility of the Sinn Fem movement. 
“The whole of the crimes,” he said, em- 
phatically, “ were committed by Sian Fein, 
and nobody else.’’ 

A suggestion by Major Lant-Fox that 
there was a growing feeling in the country 
against the trial of the ex-Kaiser, and “in 
favour of leaving him to the punishment 
of his*own conscience and the contempt of 
the world,” was scotited by Mr. Bonar 
Law, who saw no reason why the provision 
of the Peace Treaty should hot be carried 
out, 

Towards the close of question time the 
Prime Minister emtered the House, and 
he sat through the resumed debate on the 
financial situation. Mr. Clynes made an 
eloquent and well-réasoned speech in sup- 
pert of the Labour Party’s view that the 
Government should introduce a levy on 
capital.

He resisted 
this pressure, and, since his roturn home, they 
have not forgiven him, and are seeking by every 
means possible to undermine him and to prevent 
the ratification of the League of Nations and 
Treaty of Peace on the ground’ that the Pre- 
sident yielded everything to England, and that 
it is an English Treaty and an English League. 
The Treaty will he ratified in spite of this 
opposition, The President's political opponenta 
naturally welcome the opposition of the Irish te 
him, and are taking every advantage of it. 
Many Americans are, in spite of all the hue 
and crv, coming to knéw that the question of 
Ireland is not es one-sided as they used to think 
it was, and there is that gain to be recorded. 
The trouble with the Lrish-American is that he 
cannot forget the past. When he recites wrongs 
it is of by-gone centuries. Many of then: have 
never seen ireland, know practically nothing of 
the Ireland of to-day, but cherish a hate handed 
down, to them from their fathers. It is a real, 
genuine hate this of thetrs, and, unreasoning as 
it is, it hae to be counted with.

INFLAMMATORY SPEECHES. 

Mr. Macpherson, replying to Mr. A. Shortt, 
said that Irish members were not prevented 
from addressing their constituents, if there was 
Treason to believe that they would abstain from 
the use of inflamatory language, or language 
canculated to incite to a disturbaace of the 
public peace. In some parts of the country 16 
had been deemed necessary, owing io the 
criminal activities of Sinn Fein, to prohibit, 
under the Defence of the Realm Act, the hold- 
ing of public meetings, except with the per- 
mission of the local Constabulary officer, and 
such permission was not withheld where the 
circumstances justified it. 

Mr. Swan—aAre the speeches perused before 
they are delivered ? 

Mr. Macpherson—Not that I am aware of. 

Mr. Swan—Then why are they prevented 
from holding their meetings” 

Mr. Macpherson—The Irish Governmens 
knows perfectly well the. type of speech that 
will be delivered. by a certain type of men. 

Commander Wedgwood Benn—Does the right 
hon, gentleman take steps to prevent meetings 
being held at which inflamatory speeches are de- 
livered b the leader of the Ulster party? 

Mr. Macpherson—I know of no such speeches. 


INCITEMENTS TO MURDER. 
Answering Commander Kenworthy, the right 


| hon. gentleman added that since he went to 


Ireland the only inflammatory speeches inciting 
to the murder of civil servants had been made 
by the Sinn Fein Party, and so long as those 
speeches were likely to be delivered by those 
men, so long would he prohibit them from hold- 
ing meetings and delivering them. (Cheers.) 

Mr. MacVeagh—Will the right hon. gentle- 
man give the House the names of those Sinn 
Fein members of Parliament who are inciting 
to the murder of policemen? 

Mr. Macpherson—If the hon. gentleman will 
put down a question I will give him the names. 

Mr. MacVeagh—Why do you not prosecute 
them? 

Mr. Macpherson—! have prosecuted them, and 
a good many are in prison now on charges of 
inciting to the murder of policemen. (Cheers.) 


COURTMARTIAL TRIALS, 

Mr. Macpherson, in reply to Sir 8. Hoare, 
said:—Cases in which civiliana are tried by 
courtmartial in Ireland are those for breaches 
of the regulations under the Defence of the 
Realm Act. Even in those cases where reason- 
able and practicable the trial takes place before 
a civil tribunal 

Sir 8. Hoare—Are you aware that there is a 
great body of public opinion not confined in any 
way to any one party strongly in favour of re- 
turning to the svyatem of the trial of civihan 
prisoners by civil courts? 

Mr. Macpherson—No one is more anxious to 
the return to that practice than I am, but the 
state of things im Ireland being what it is, I 
regret that I do not see my way to do so. 

THE CURFEW ORDER. 

Mr. Macpherson informed Mr, Newbould that 
the Curfew Order was issued on the recom- 
mendation of the Irish Government, and so far 
it has not been made operative in any district. 

NEWSPAPERS SUPPRESSED. 
Mr. Macpherson, replying to Mr. MacVoeagh, 


said that 43 newspapers have been suppressed in | 
Ireland at various times since 1916...Ddhree hed + 


not applied for permission to resume printing. 
Of the othere eight refused to sign the neces- 
sary undertaking not to print anything that 
would constitute an offence under any statutory 
provision, and eight had ceased to exist. 


ORDERS AND PROCLAMATIONS. 

Mr. Macpherson informed Mr. Tyson Wilson 
that during the last few years 134 orders were 
issued under Regulations 9A and SAA of the 
Defence of the Realm Act Regulations. 32 
proclamations were made under the Criminal 
law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, and 18 
proclamations for oxtra pole under the Act 
C€ and 7 William [V., Chapter 13. 


PROHIBITED MEETINGS. 
Mr. Macpherson informed Mr. Alfred Shortt 
that 70 meetings were prohibited in Ireland 
during the past twelve months. 


THE DEATHS OF CIVILIANS AND 
POLICEMEN. 

Replyimg to Captain -O’Grady (for Mr. 
Hartshorn) Mr. Macpherson said that since the 
rebellion five civilians had died from injuries 
inflicted by the Royal Irish Constabulary. Two 
of those men were killed by the police who 
were defending Gortalea Police Barracks from 
attack by armed and disguived men. in an- 
other ease the pohce fired on a body of cattie- 
drivers who refused to cease driving the cattle, 
and were threatening the poliee. The police 
fired first over their heads and then at them. 
man was wounded, and died. in 
another case a man wus discovered 
leaving á house after committing a 
burglary. He was fired at in the derkness and 
died next day. Im the fifth case a man rushed 
to the police barracks to get help to quell a 
row in a public-house. The police suspected an 
intention of raiding the barracks, fired at him 
through a windew, and he died from the effect 
of the wound. Five civilians died from injuries 
inflicted by the military. Of those, one wae 
shot by a sentry when attempting to escape 
from lawful custedy, and three were shot by a 
sentry after frequent challenging. In the other 
ease, while the military were clearing a Sinn 
Fein hall, into which a number of persons who 
had engaged in illegal drilling had gone, ono 
man received a bayonet wound from which he 
died. 

Mr. Lynn—How many police were murdered 
in the same period ? 

Mr. Macpherson—I cannot say off-hand, but 
the House and country know very well that 
recently a large number of these gallant men 
have been foully and dastardly murdered. 

Mr. MacVeagh—Can the right hon. gentleman 
say how many policemen and soldiers were 
killed by the hon. member's constituents in '86? 

Mr. Macpherson—I wish my hon. friend would 
deal with present-day facie.

MR. BONAR LAW AND TAXATION OF WAR

In: the Housg of Commons yesterday, the 
debate was resumed on the Government re- 
solution, moved on Wednesday, “That this 
House, realising the serious effects upon the in- 
dustry of the nation of the enormous financial 
burdens resulting from the war, promises iis 
hearty support to the Government in all reason- 
able proposals, however drastic, for the reduc- 
tion of expenditure and the diminution of 
debt.” 

Mr. Clynes

“That this House, realising the serious effects 

upon the trade and imdustry of the nation 
of the enormous financial burdens at pre 
sent pressing upon the country, deciares 
that the present national expenditure on 
war services is unjustifiable in view of the 
period which has elapsed since the signing 
of the Armistice, and is of opinion that 
steps should be taken at once to effect 
more drastic economies, Further, measures 
should be adopted to meet the present 
financial burdens and assist in lquidating 
the National Debt, such measures to in- 
clude the imposition of a levy on capital, 
and the reversion to the State of fortunes 
made as a result of the national necessity.” 

He said that Mr. Chamberlain's skilful speech 
gave no indication of a policy or plan to reduce 
expenditure or diminish the heavy burden of 
debt. Apparently the worse the situation be- 
came, the more cheerful did the Chancellor ap- 
pear. This optimism went far to cancel his 
appeals for economy, and tended to create a 
conviction that, bad as the position was, it was 
not too bad to be overcome by proceeding on 
the same lines as hitherto. The Labour Party 
considered the financial situation extra- 
ordinary as to call for extraordinary methods.

Take another One of the 
bitterest opponents of the Government has said 
real test was what are we going to 
peraonnel. l agree that it ik a 
in fact, it the only test, 
you keep up the numbers in the 
Army and» Navy it is no good talking about 
economy. At the date of the truce, the Army, 
Navy, and Air had 4,400,000 men—-in November;

720,000 men. Is that not drastic reduction? 
(Cheers.) What more? By the Sist March 
there will be wader 500,000, They are in course 
of demobilisation now, steadily, day by day, as 
quickly as the machinery will put them through. 
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That is better even than the February forecast, : 


which was 825,000 men. In the Army, by the 
Slet March, there will be 300,000 men. Is that 
nothing? (Cheers,) 
“ Where are these drastic remedies? What are 
the Government doing” When you are re- 
ducing the men in the Army from-3,700,000 men 
to 300,000! Is that not regarded as a drastic 
procedure to reduce expenditure? Next year 
there will be a substantial surplus out of rea- 
lisable assets, which, I hope, will go to the re: 
duction of debt. (Cheers.) 


THE LIQUIDATION OF DEBT, 

What about my right hen. friend's (the Chan- 
ecellor of the Exchequer's) provision for the 
liquidation of this great debt—the provision of a 
fixed charge to liquidate this great Aebt in fifty 
years? I think that is one of the most magnifi- 
cent proposals for hquidation that has ever 
been put before this House. Let the House be- 
lieve me, it is one of those thimgs that will re- 
sound throughout the world—that particular 
provision-—as a testimony to British courage and 
British foresight—that we should make provision 
for wiping out a gigantic debt of that kind in 
fifty yoars. 

SOME ELEMENTARY FACTS. 


Hon. members must, and those who are. out- 
side must, keep in mind certain elementary 
facts.

Supposing we were in that position, we could, 
it is true, have called men back to the Colours, 
dislocating factories and disturbing trade.

THE LESSON OF FORMER WARS, 

We have only to see what happened in for- 
mer wars. In 1814, the year when the Armies 
were in occupation of Paris, the French mili- 
tary Power, broken to all appearances, the 
head of the military conspiracy in exile, the 
expenditure went down by 21 per cent. That was 
met mostly by borrowing. Sixty-five per cent. 
of the expenditure was borrowed, and 35 per 
cent. was derived from taxation. In 1815, of 
which nine months were peace and three 
months war, the expenditure went up. 1816 
was not a normal year. They had to borrow 
then. 

OUR OWN ACHIEVEMENT. 

In 1918 we borrowed 65} per cent., and 
taxation was 344 per cent.—a very fine 
achievement. in 1919 we borrowed 29 per 
cent., and taxation was 71 per cent. Next 
year there is to be no borrowing, and 
there will be a balance on the right side. 
(Cheers.) 

1 am told the normal year is a year of de- 
ficiency. It is a deficiency only on the assump- 
tion that Germany pays nothing. Why 
should we assume tha?” Germany this 
year is broken, her people are enfeebled, and 
her production is only four per cent. per man. 
But that is a temporary symptom, which will 
pass away, and Germany will make her con- 
tribution. Some think it will be a considerable 
contribution; others think it will be less. But 
i there any man who things that Germany 
is not capable of making a contribution which 
will wipe out the deficiency in the normal year? 


PAPER MONEY. 


I do not think that, from the point of view 
of the way we are dealing with our financial 
difficulties, Britain need fear .comparison with 
any country in the world, My right hon. 
friend talks about paper money, but I do not 
think that that makes the difference. How- 
ever, that is a topic which would provoke un- 
necessary controversy, and I have quite enough 
to deal with without engaging in it, It is the 
fact that we have borrowed these thousands of 


millions. 


Lord Robert Ceco#--I do not think that is 


agreed. . 

Mr. Lloyd George—I agree that it is very 
controversial. Paper money in France ia three 
times the amount of ours, and in Germany it 
is between four and five times. Certainly thie 
will affect the nominal] prices, but I do not 
think that it ig responsible for the high prices, 
as my noble friend (Lord Robert Ceeil) thinks. 
Compared with other belligerent countries, our 
position is infinitely better, and our difficulties 
in coping with the question are considerably 
leas, Thore is another advantage. The greatest 
military Power in Europe is without an Army. 
The Navy that menaced us is in the bottom 
of the sea. (Cheers.) I am only saying that,

WASTE OF GOVERNMENT 
PROPERTY. 


The business of the Dublin City Commission was 
resumed yesterday by Mr. Justice Pim, when Patritk 


i Carvell, who was found guilty on the previous éven- 


ing of feloniously receiving two pieces of aeroplane 
linen, containing 197 yards, the property of the 
Miniatry of Menitions, was put forward for sentence. 

Detective-Sergeant Byrne, examined by Mr 
Sealy, K.C.. who (instructed by Messrs. Gerald Ryrue 
and Co.) appeared for the defendant, stated that he 
knew the accused for a number of yeara, and up to 
now his character had been good. . He was the sole 
support of his wife, whe was in a very delicate state 
of health. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that the ‘case was so clear 
that the jury could do nothing bat conviel. The 
kind of business in whieh the aceused was engaged 
was carried on most negligently, not only in Ireland, 
but in England and Scotland, Things were left in 
such a condition that men like the prisoner, who 
would not otherwise have fallen, were tempted, 
Thore were more men guilty, but the offence waa far 
too serious for the country, aad for everybody, to be 
overlooked.
